ADMIN IHTATIVE POLICIES 

TO ENCOURAGE AND BUILD 

STUDENT HONESTY 

\ The AckninWfrja/ttve Courtdp hah 
adopted the following policies as an 
outgrowth of the work and report of 
the Committee n Student Hnesy 
i Adoped March 3, 1937): 

1. Student* shall be stated alter* 
nately in such manner as to prevent 
exposing papers to those sitting to 
the right or just behind. When seat¬ 
ing is necessarily close alternate ex¬ 
amination forms are recommended as 
the only solution. 

2. Examinations shall not start un¬ 
til all students are present and In¬ 
structed. The professor may admit 
a tardy student provided no one has 
finished the examination and left the 
room. 

4. No papers, notebooks or mater¬ 
ials shall be allowed In the posstssion 
of the student unless these are neces¬ 
sary to the administration of the ex¬ 
amination. 

4. No student may leave his or her j 
seat after the examination starts. 

5. Where work paper is necessary 
as in mathematics, physics, chemis- i 
try, teachers shall furnish this to stu¬ 
dents. 

6. Tht rule of The University of j 
Tennessee is that all examinations be . 
written. 

7. All examinations shall be held in j 
places and on dates and at hours 
scheduled unless permission has been 
obtained from the Executive Officer I 
for changes. 

8. No dances, athletic games or en¬ 
tertainments shall be held during 
final examination week or four days 
prior except by special permission, 
of the Executive Officer. 

9. More emphasis should be placed I 
on daily grades by the giving of fre- , 
quent weekly quizzes which shall be 
weighted as heavily as mid-term or i 1 
final examinations. 

10. The final examinations shall 
cover the complete course. 

11 The examination shall open and j 
close promptly according to the j 
scheduled period. 

12. The teacher shall domain in the 
room throughout tht examination 
pediod unless relived by another 
teacher. 

In conclusion the committee 
feels that eternal vigilance on the 
part of the faculty both in teaching 
the course and in examining the stu- 
dents Is the price for honesty in ex- | 
aminations. and uniform action on j 
the part of the entire faculty is nec- j 
essary for the successful administra-; 
tion of these or any other procedure i 
to encourage and build student hon- | 
esty.
